W hen the initial p resentation of the 
contentions of the S anta F e system 
was concluded the hearing was tran s 
ferred to the Rock Island roads. 
F. O. Melcher, second vice president 
of tile Rock Island com pany, told of 
increased expenses of the road in late 
years, din', according to hfnt, to ad 
Vance in the wage scale and increased 
to st o f op era ti on . 
VV. A. Poteet, c hairm an of the T ram 
missouri freight bureau, presented in 
the form of a tabulation a compilation 
of the rates in effect in the territo ry 
west of the Missouri river on freight 
shipped east or west from common 
points in Colorado and points west of 
tho .Missouri or the1 M ississippi rivers 
T he tables showed both the class and 
com m odity 
rates 
and 
included 
th* 
years 1900 to 1910. 
Sim ilar eotnpila 
tions covering live stock and grain 
sh ipm en t rates were also presented 
and en tered as exhibits. 
Vice President Melc h er said that iii 
his opinion the road does not get more 
efficient labor by reason of the in 
creased wages. 
Some of the increases, 
he said, were the result of threatened 
strikes which were settled, and som e 
w ere granted after arbitration.

Trapping Muskrats. 
N um bers 
of 
m echanical 
traps 
to 
catch m uskrats have been invented 
and tried, but none gives more satis­ 
faction than the 
old floating 
barrel 
tra p that has been In use for many 
years. Both ends are left closed, and a 
hole 
about 
eight by twelve 
inches 
sq uare is saw ed in the side. A strong 
cleat is nailed across each end. the 
cleats projecting six or eight inches 
beyond the barrel, and upon the cleats 
are nailed tw o boards, one on each side 
of the barrel and several inches longer.

roborated to a great extent the evi­ 
dence given by H eath er and B arrott, 
particularly reg ard in g the laxity of Il­ 
linois C entral car inspectors. 
The w itness said that in m aking out 
padded bills against the Illinois C en­ 
tral he had on file a list of num bers of 
the railroad ’s ears.
